I. The Outstanding Rejections 

Claims 1-2, 4-14, and 20-26 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, for 
assertedly failing to comply with the written description requirement. 

Claims 1-2, 4-14, and 20-23 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as assertedly 
being unpatentable over Chan et al. (WO 01/12789 A2) in view of Branch, Monia et al, and 
Agrawal et al. 

II. Patentability Arguments 

A. The rejection under 35 U.S.C. $ 1 12, first paragraph 

Claims 1-2, 4-14, and 20-26 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, as 
assertedly failing to comply with the written description requirement. Specifically, the 
rejection asserts that the range of nucleotides 1-1 14 or nucleotides 151-14121 of SEQ ED 
NO:3 is not supported by the specification as filed.
